During  the  years  1939  to  19^3  it  was  necessary,  owing  to  war 
conditions,  to  issue  separate  Reports  for  each  of  the  three 
Districts.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  23rd  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account  of  the 
activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  i960.  The  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
No.  l/6l. 

in  the  autumn  of  1959  the  Minister  renewed  his  sanction  to  my 
service  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Crawley  Urban  District, 
the  period  being  extended  to  March,  1962.  The  Crawley  Urban  District 
Council  has  recently  asked  that  the  present  scheme  should  continue, 
and  the  Minister  has  given  his  consent  for  extension  to  March,  1963. 

On  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section  of  the  report  will  be 
found  the  vital  statistics  for  the  individual  districts.  In  the 
Horsham  Urban  District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  increased 
from  19*470  to  19*950;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  rose  from  14.75  to 
15.36*  and  the  corrected  Death  Rate  fell  from  10.42  to  10. l4.  Births 
exceeded  deaths  by  87.  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  the  E.R.P. 
showed  a  rise  of  420  from  22,190  to  22,610;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate 
dropped  from  16.58  to  15*76,  while  the  corrected  Death  Rate  showed  no 
material  change.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  92.  In  the 
Petworth  Rural  District  the  E.R.P.  rose  by  30  to  9,770  and  there  was 
a  rise  in  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  from  14.51  to  15.75;  the  corrected 
Death  Rate  again  showed  a  fall  to  8.59*  while  births  exceeded  deaths 
by  26. 


Infectious  Diseases 


Further  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  during  the  year,  which 
was  one  of  high  incidence  throughout  the  country  generally.  Every 
effort  was  made  to  trace  cases  and  contacts,  particularly  among  school 
children.  In  addition  to  the  47  notifications  received  in  the 
Horsham  Urban  District,  there  were  56  cases  in  the  Horsham  R.D.,  but 
these  were  mainly  among  pupils  at  a  boarding  school  where  an  outbreak 
occurred  during  the  summer  term. 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  personal  contact  is  the  most  important 
means  of  spread  in  this  disease ,  which  explains  why  family  outbreaks 
are  so  common.  In  children  it  is  usually  direct,  but  indirect  contact 
from  communally  handled  articles  of  various  kinds  may  be  responsible. 
Personal  hygiene  is  of  great  importance,  especially  hygiene  of  the 
hands.  Hand  contamination  with  the  organism  is  very  common,  either 
through  auto-infection  by  a  case  or  carrier,  or  infection  from  some 
article  in  communal  use.  Bacteriological  investigation  in  Day 
Nurseries  during  an  outbreak  have  revealed  that  the  hands  of  as  many 
as  one  half  of  the  children  may  be  shown  to  be  infected.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  essential  that  satisfactory  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  the 
hands,  particularly  after  a  visit  to  the  toilet,  are  available,  and 
that  these  should  be  used  regularly.  Obviously  children  should  be 
encouraged  to  keep  nails  short  and  to  scrub  their  hands  when  washing 
with  soap  and  water.  An  added  precaution  which  is  of  considerable 
value  is  to  ensure  that  all  children  immerse  their  hands  after  washing 
in  a  small  bowl  containing  a  suitable  disinfectant.  Certainly  paper 
towels  are  the  only  safe  practical  method  of  hand-drying  and  these  are 
provided  in  schools.  They  are  equally  valuable  in  the  home  when  cases 
occur.  Lavatory  seats  are  particularly  liable  to  infection  in  use,  as 
they  may  be  contaminated  by  splashing  with  droplets.  Great  care  is 
taken  with  all  school  lavatories  and  similar  precautions  should  be  taken 
in  the  home  when  any  member  of  the  family  has  suggestive  symptoms. 

Wiping  the  seat  with  "white  fluid"  in  a  dilution  of  1-10  should  be  the 
rule,  the  disinfectant  being  later  wiped  off  with  a  damp  cloth  before 
the  seat  is  used.  Similarly  lavatory  chains  and  handles,  as  well  as 
door  handles  and  anything  else  touched  by  the  individual  before  the 
hands  are  washed,  should  receive  attention. 

During  the  year  virus  gastro-enteritis  was  widespread.  Most 
commonly  the  symptoms  of  this  infection  are  a  feeling  of  intense 
nausea,  quickly  followed  by  vomiting,  about  one  in  three  of  those 
affected  later  having  diarrhoea.  However  there  is  a  wide  variation 
in  the  symptomatology  and,  in  some  outbreaks,  diarrhoea  may  be  the 
main  symptom.  Although  distressing,  the  symptoms  are  usually  of 
short  duration.  The  incubation  period  is  short,  infection  being 
spread  by  droplets  as  in  the  case  of  the  common  cold,  influenza  etc. 

A  number  of  school  outbreaks  were  investigated  during  the  year,  when 
it  was  found  that  very  few  of  the  families  concerned  had  sought 
medical  advice,  as  the  duration  of  symptoms  was  brief. 


Whereas  in  1959  only  one  single  case  of  Whooping  Cough  was 
notified  in  each  of  the  three  Districts,  in  i960  there  were  40  in  the 
Horsham  Urban,  28  in  the  Horsham  Rural,  and  26  in  the  Petworth  Rural 
District.  Reference  to  the  importance  of  protection  at  a  very  early 
age  against  this  disease  is  made  on  the  following  page. 
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Only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  within  the  area 
of  the  Combine  during  I960,  but  this  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

In  view  of  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  ensure  a  high  degree 
of  protection  by  vaccination,  particularly  among  children,  these 
figures  are  encouraging. 

Immunisation  Procedures 


In  1940  the  first  drive  to  immunise  children  against  Diphtheria 
commenced,  and  surely  the  results  are  clear  for  all  to  see. 

During  the  ten  years  from  1930  to  1940,  there  were  on  the  average 
38,000  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales  alone  each  year,  - 
with  2,800  deaths  annually.  Now  Diphtheria  is  a  rare  disease,  but 
the  risk  is  still  present  -  as  is  shown  by  the  outbreaks  in  several 
London  boroughs  during  the  last  twelve  months.  Only  by  inoculation 
against  this  disease  early  in  infancy,  with  ''booster11  doses  as 
recommended,  can  safety  be  ensured. 

More  recently  protection  against  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Polio¬ 
myelitis  and  Tuberculosis,  has  become  available  to  all,  but  there  is 
still  some  misunderstanding  about  the  ages  at  which  injections  should 
be  given.  These  are  shown  clearly  in  the  following  table:-

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Vaccination  against  Smallpox  should  preferably  take  place  during 
the  first  year.  Then  there  is  a  relatively  slight  reaction  and  when 
re-vaccination  is  necessary  at  9  years  there  is  likely  to  be  little, 
if  any  discomfort.  It  is  normally  only  among  those  who  are  vacci¬ 
nated  for  the  first  time  in  adult  life,  -  at  the  time  of  an  outbreak, 
on  joining  the  Forces,  or  when  travelling  abroad,  -  that  nbad  arms" 
and  so  on  occur. 

Why  has  Tetanus  been  included  with  a  baby's  first  injections? 

This  disease,  sometimes  called  "lockjaw",  results  from  infection  of 
wounds  sustained  in  the  garden  or  on  the  roads,  and  all  too  often 
proves  fatal.  That  is  why  anyone  seeking  treatment  for  a  "dirty" 
wound  is  given  by  his  doctor  or  at  the  hospital  a  dose  of  Antitetanic 
Serum  -  "A.T.S."  for  short.  This  affords  protection  for  a  couple  of 
weeks  only  and  has  saved  countless  lives;  -  but  it  has  its  disadvantages* 
Should  further  doses  be  required,  they  may  give  rise  to  serious  illness, 
or  on  the  other  hand  they  may  prove  less  effective  as  a  protective 
measure.  The  giving  of  serum  is  unnecessary  if  the  patient  has 
previously  been  inoculated  with  vaccine,  -  provided  a  record  can  be 
shown  to  the  doctor  at  the  time.  All  that  is  needed  here  is  a  further 
dose  of  the  vaccine,  -  which  is  free  from  any  reactions,  -  when  the 
body's  resistance  is  immediately  raised. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  is  now  available  through  the 
family  doctors  and  County  Clinics  to  all  up  to  4o  years,  but  to  those 
over  40  only  through  their  own  doctors.  Figures  showing  the  numbers 
who  were  protected  in  the  various  age  groups  during  i960  are  given 
later  in  each  of  the  three  sections  of  the  report.  However  it  is 
evident  that  the  response  among  adults  has  been  relatively  disappoint¬ 
ing.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  age  is  no  protection  against  this 
disease,  -  in  fact,  of  recent  years  a  high  proportion  of  the  serious 
paralytic  cases  and  deaths  have  been  in  adults. 

Unlike  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  has  never  been  a  fruitful 
cause  of  mortality  in  this  country.  In  spite  of  this  the  disease 
produces  more  panic  than  any  other  epidemic  disease,  on  account  of 
its  most  dangerous  complication,  -  paralysis.  It  would  seem  that 
paralysis  terrifies  more  than  death,  -  its  presence  being  seen  for 
many  years.  About  77%  of  the  population  under  40  years  had  been 
vaccinated  in  Britain  by  June,  i960,  and  this  fact  should  make  epide¬ 
mic  control  easier.  Although  these  figures  are  encouraging,  there 
can  be  no  excuse  for  complacency.  The  appearance  of  a  case  of 
poliomyelitis  in  any  area  is  immediately  followed  by  a  sharp  rise  in 
the  number  of  applications  for  vaccination,  mainly  from  those  who 
"had  not  got  round  to  it"  or  have  "been  meaning  to  have  it  done  for 
a  long  time".  Such  delay  can  be  dangerous,  for  protective  anti¬ 
bodies  do  not  appear  in  the  blood  until  an  interval  after  vaccination. 

To  all  such  people  I  would  say  "The  time  to  be  done  is  now"i 
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Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year  a  total  of  19  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were 
notified  from  the  Horsham  Urban  District,  and  4  from  the  Rural.  Of 
the  former,  6  notifications  referred  to  two  family  outbreaks  due  to 
Salmonella  typhi -murium,  when  in  the  course  of  routine  investigations 
a  total  of  8  symptomless  excretors  were  found.  Two  similar  notifi¬ 
cations  in  the  Rural  District  were  due  to  infection  by  the  same 
organism,  both  patients  being  in  the  same  family  where  there  were 
two  symptomless  excretors. 

Among  the  notified  cases  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District  were  a 
man  and  wife  who  suffered  a  sharp  attack  of  gastro-enteritis  due  to 
staphylococcal  Food  Poisoning,  and  full  investigation  suggested  that 
the  infection  came  from  a  tin  of  corned  beef.  This  was  of  interest, 
as  such  cases  are  not  common.  Tins  of  meat  from  the  same  batch  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  investigation,  but  all  proved  sterile. 

The  remaining  cases  referred  to  a  fairly  extensive  outbreak  of 
Food  Poisoning  due  to  Salmonella  saint  paul,  which  occurred  over  the 
August  Bank  Holiday  period.  Very  few  such  outbreaks  have  previously 
been  reported  and  so  the  matter  was  of  considerable  epidemiological 
importance.  I/i/e  were  fortunate  to  have  assistance  in  our  enquiries 
from  Dr.  N.S.  Galbraith  of  the  Epidemiological  Research  Laboratory  at 
Colindale.  Our  investigations  were  lengthy  and  time-consuming  and 
it  was  not  until  November  that  we  were  able  to  submit  a  full  report 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Although  a  total  of  13  cases  were  notified  in  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  during  August,  we  found  l8  symptomless  excretors  among  family 
and  other  contacts.  Four  of  these  were  food  handlers  in  a  shop  whence 
food  had  been  purchased  by  11  of  the  notified  cases.  Five  types  of 
cooked  meats  were  implicated,  -  a  fact  which  added  considerable 
difficulty  to  the  investigation,  -  but  it  appeared  that  the  infection 
had  been  introduced  into  the  premises  by  ducks  from  a  farm  in  the 
adjoining  rural  area.  Dr.  Galbraith,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  was  able  to  recover  Salmonella  saint 
paul  from  chicken  faeces  at  the  farm  whence  the  ducks  had  been  pur¬ 
chased. 

Information  collected  in  the  course  of  our  enquiries  brought 
to  light  further  cases  in  the  Petworth  Rural  District  and  in  Hampshire, 
infection  having  been  contracted  at  a  family  party  in  this  area. 

During  the  autumn  enquiries  continued  and  the  evidence  suggested 
strongly  that  the  original  source  of  infection  was  from  imported  food¬ 
stuffs.  We  believe  this  led  to  the  infection  of  chickens  at  the 
farm  referred  to  above,  that  the  ducks  later  became  involved,  and  that 
they  in  turn  led  to  the  infection  of  the  prepared  meats.  I  would  add 
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that  during  the  course  of  the  investigation  we  received  the  fullest 
co-operation  from  all  concerned,, 

Section  47,  National  Assistance  Act  (Compulsory  removals) 

It  was  necessary  on  two  occasions  during  i960  to  take  action 
under  this  section  in  respect  of  two  elderly  and  infirm  persons, 
both  living  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District • 

In  April  a  woman  of  86  years  was  found  to  be  living  in  deplorable 
conditions.  For  some  years  assistance  had  been  given  by  the  Home  Help 
Service,  but  this  could  not  be  continued  owing  to  the  patient’s  dirty 
habits  and  failure  to  co-operate .  Neighbours  had  done  their  best  to 
help,  but  were  not  permitted  to  clean  up  the  premises  nor  to  touch 
clothes  or  bedding.  The  fire  was  unguarded  and  candles  were  constantly 
alight  in  spite  of  the  provision  of  electric  lighting.  An  Order  was 
made  by  a  magistrate  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  and 
the  old  woman  was  moved  by  ambulance  to  North  View  at  Fast  Preston, 
where  she  settled  down  quite  satisfactorily. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a  crippled  man,  aged  66  years,  who 
lived  alone  in  one  room  in  conditions  of  appalling  squalor.  There 
was  a  heavy  infestation  by  bed  bugs  and  the  man's  clothes  and  person 
were  filthy.  Owing  to  his  persistent  refusal  to  consider  leaving 
home,  it  was  necessary  to  make  application  for  an  Order  under  the  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  which  was  granted  in  December,  On  realising  that  a  move  was 
inevitable,  the  man  appeared  quite  content  to  leave  his  home  and  was 
taken  to  North  View  by  ambulance,  I  am  assured  that  he  settled  down 
happily  in  his  new  environment, 

Water  Supplies 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  of  water  from  various 
supply  points  have  been  taken  during  the  year.  Results  will  be  found 
in  each  of  the  three  sections.  The  provision  of  main  water  to  the 
Horsham  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  is  the  responsibility  of  the  North 
West  Sussex  Water  Board.  Supplies  to  the  Urban  District  come  from 
the  Hardham  Pumping  Station,  while  the  Rural  District  is  served  partly 
by  Hardham,  but  in  the  southerly  parishes  from  the  boreholes  at  Smock 
Alley  and  Nutbourne.  Details  of  examinations  carried  out  at  the 
sources  of  supply  by  the  Board's  Chemist  will  be  found  in  the  appendix 
to  this  report,  and  I  am  grateful  to  Mr,  Griffiths,  Engineer  to  the 
Water  Board,  for  this  information. 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year  and  for  their  help  in  the  com¬ 
pilation  of  this  report,  and  to  my  secretary,  Miss  Heydon,  for  the 
not  inconsiderable  clerical  work  involved  in  its  presentation.  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Horsham  R.D.C.  for  kindly  arranging 
for  its  duplication  on  the  Council's  Multilith  machine. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  the  Chairmen  and  Council  Members 
my  appreciation  of  their  support.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Horsham  is  a  residential  town  in  the  Weald  of  Sussex,  which 
serves  as  a  shopping  and  recreational  centre  for  the  surrounding 
area.  The  river  Arun  is  the  main  watercourse  through  the  area. 

A  cattle  and  produce  market  is  held  weekly. 

There  is  no  industry  in  the  urban  district  which  gives  rise 
to  air  pollution  and  being  surrounded  by  a  predominantly  rural 
area,  little,  if  any,  pollution  is  wind  borne  across  the  town. 

The  expansion  of  Horsham  accelerated  during  I960  with  251 
houses  and  flats  built  for  private  occupation  and  64  for  Council 
purposes.  Development  for  industrial  purposes  continued  in  the 
Foundry  Lane  area  and  building  had  commenced  on  the  Kedkiln  Way 
industrial  site.  Even  with  the  increase  of  industry  in  the  town 
it  is  estimated  that  many  new  residents  travel  outside  for  their 
employment. 


Most  of  the  public  health  matters  with  which  the  Council  is 
concerned  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Committee.  The 
Building  and  Town  Planning  and  also  the  Housing  Committee  are  to 
some  extent  concerned  in  these.

The  majority  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  were  among 
patients  in  the  Horsham  Hospital  Maternity  Unit.  The  rather  strict 
provisions  for  the  notification  of  these  cases  are  obviously  complied 
with  more  satisfactorily  when  patients  are  being  nursed  in  hospital 
than  when  they  remain  at  home  for  their  confinements.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


During  the  year  300  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  21 
between  the  ages  of  3  and  14  years,  received  the  full  course  of 
immunisation.  In  addition,  however,  279  children  who  had 
previously  been  protected  were  given  a  "reinforcing"  dose. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  i960,  every  effort  was  made  to  ensure  the 
protection  of  the  older  age-group,  -  namely  those  born  before  1933 
who  had  not  reached  40  years.  In  this  group  some  813  were  given 
two  injections,  while  101  received  their  third  or  "booster"  dose. 

Including  the  three  remaining  groups  (i.e.  children  born  between 
1943  and  I960,  expectant  mothers,  and  young  persons  born  1933-^2), 
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the  total  given  their  first  two  injections  was  1,359$  while  1,825 
received  a  third  dose. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  T.McL.  Galloway,  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
for  these  figures. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Routine  bacteriological  work  was  referred  mainly  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  West  Hill  House,  Epsom.  We  are  indebted  to 
Dr.  Stone  and  her  staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation.  Samples 
of  milk  for  ’’Biological  Examination”  were  submitted  to  the  Brighton 
Laboratory  and  we  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Jameson  for  his  assistance. 

ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Most  patients  from  this  area  who  are  in  need  of  treatment  in  an 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  admitted  to  Foredown  Hospital  at 
Portslade,  or  alternatively  to  Swandean  Hospital  at  Worthing.  We 
sire  grateful  to  Dr.  Lenhoff,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Foredown, 
for  her  assistance  on  numerous  occasions. 

Although  the  responsibility  for  providing  accommodation  for 
cases  of  infectious  disease  no  longer  rests  with  Local  Sanitary 
Authorities,  the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing 
to  arrange  admission  may  ring  the  Public  Health  Department,  both 
in  and  out  of  office  hours,  has  continued.  Under  this  scheme  the 
department  is  made  aware  of  cases  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
while  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  the 
arrangements  with  both  hospital  and  ambulance  service. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  E.  Maton. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  for  the  first  time  in  six 
years  there  have  been  no  staff  changes  within  the  Department.  Thus 
it  has  been  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  the  routine  inspections  of 
business  premises,  in  particular  those  concerned  with  the  handling  of 
food. 

During  the  summer,  the  Department  was  concerned  to  investigate  the 
origin  of  some  Salmonella  saint  paul  infection.  Within  a  space  of  two 
months  over  500  specimens  were  obtained  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination. 

Field  work  of  a  different  nature  was  undertaken  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  by  arrangement  with  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  For  some  time  the  Health 
Inspectors  carrying  out  meat  inspection  have  noticed  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  lesions  of  Corynebacterium  equi  in  the  submaxillary  lymph 
nodes  in  porcines,  which  lesion  may  in  certain  instances  be  confused 
with  Mycobacterium  Tuberculosis.  Specimens  from  affected  porcines  are 
extracted  and  sent  to  the  Central  Veterinary  Laboratory  for  full  diagnosis. 
Establishment  of  the  true  percentage  of  the  two  conditions  will  be  of 
considerable  interest  to  Meat  Inspectors.  In  my  opinion  the  need  for 
a  laboratory  service  to  assist  in  such  work  is  beyond  question  and 
the  dissemination,  by  a  central  body,  of  a  bulletin  on  problems  and 
research  should  be  seriously  considered. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  I960,  came  into 
force  on  1st  November,  i960.  This  more  definite  control  over  the  disposal 
of  condemned  meat  from  slaughterhouses  is  welcome,  but  I  regret  that  it 
is  still  possible  for  diseased  meat  to  be  on  sale  to  the  public  for  pet 
food,  subject  only  to  it  being  stained.  I  do  not,  however,  believe  that 
a  large  amount  of  such  knackers  meat  is  sold  within  this  district,  as 
most  pet  owners  who  feed  fresh  meat  prefer  to  purchase  the  lower  grades 
of  butchers  meat  or  horseflesh  which  has  been  passed  for  human  consumption. 

At  the  end  of  i960  the  Council  ceased  to  be  responsible  for  the  issue 
of  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  and  this  duty 
passed  to  the  County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.  In  future 
this  District  Council  will  register  milk  distributors  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959s  a^d  the  County  Council  will  issue 
milk  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  i960. 

It  is  not  easy  to  reconcile  this  duplication  with  the  view  expressed  that 
the  changes  in  licensing  procedure  are  to  reduce  the  amount  of  routine 
work  involved.

The  number  of  complaints  (excluding  complaints  of  rats  and  mice) 
received  and  investigated  was  392.  Of  these  76  dealt  with  wasps  nests, 
which  were  destroyed  by  the  Department.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

All  animals  killed  at  the  three  private  slaughterhouses  and  one 
bacon  factory  were  inspected  by  the  Health  Inspectors  who  spent 
1,219  hours  on  this  duty.  One  slaughterhouse  ceased  operation  on 
31st  December,  i960,  as  the  site  was  required  by  the  County  Council 
for  school  purposes  and  the  owner  has  applied  for  permission  to 
rebuild  on  a  different  site. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION  (Continued) 


All  meat  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  used  by  local  butchers,  but 
the  majority  of  output  from  the  bacon  factory  is  sold  outside  the 
district.  Ante  and  post-mortem  inspections  are  carried  out  to  the 
standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 


The  total  of  animals  killed  at  19»065  showed  a  decline  over  1959 
of  2,594.  This  was  due  to  a  falling  off  in  the  pork  and  bacon  trade, 
resulting  in  a  17 %  reduction  in  the  number  killed.

Condemned  carcases  and  offal  are  released  to  a  contractor  for 
processing  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization) 
Regulations,  i960. 


The  number  of  whole  carcases  condemned  was  greater  than  in  1959, 
but  in  the  case  of  cattle  and  sheep  the  parts  of  carcases  condemned 
was  less,  due  to  a  fall  in  the  incidence  of  fascioliasis.  This 

reduction  can  be  traced  to  the  hot  dry  summer  of  1959  which  resulted 
in  conditions  unsuitable  to  the  immature  parasite.  As  usual  the 
chief  reasons  for  condemnation  of  offal  was  pericarditis,  pleurisy, 
penumonia  and  interstitial  hepatitis  in  pigs;  fascioliasis  and  other 
liver  conditions  in  sheep  and  cattle.  No  cases  of  cysticercosis  were 
found. 


Frequent  checks  were  made  to  see  that  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  1958,  was  being  observed  and  eighteen  licences  were  issued  to 
slaughtermen.  Close  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
and  details  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  passed  to  him  for  investiga 
tion  on  the  farm.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  just  on 
the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.

Swimming  Pool: 

The  Council  own  the  only  public  swimming  pool,  an  open-air 
one  situated  in  Horsham  Park. 

Water  for  this  pool  is  obtained  from  the  public  supply  of  the 
North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board.  Continuous  filtration  is 
employed  with  a  capacity  to  filter  all  the  water  in  six  hours  and 
chlorination  is  by  the  break  point  system. 

Regular  weekly  bacteriological  and  monthly  chemical  samples 
of  water  from  the  pool  were  taken  during  the  season  making  a  total 
of  33  samples.  Of  these,  29  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  4  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 
Satisfactory  reports  were  received  on  all  samples.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  of 
very  satisfactory  organic  and  bacterial  purity.  The  water  is  neutral 
in  reaction  but  the  content  of  alkalinity  is  small  and  the  dose  of 
alkali  should  therefore  be  well  maintained  to  avoid  an  acid  condition 
developing.  The  results  are  indicative  of  water  suitable  for  swimming 
bath  purposes. 


PART  4.  SEWERAGE 


The  district  is  served  by  a  separate  system  of  soil  and  surface 
water  sewers  throughout  most  of  the  area,  but  a  few  of  the  older  parts 
have  a  combined  system.  In  times  of  dry  weather  flow,  and  under  normal 
rainfall  conditions,  the  system  is  fully  adequate,  but  local  flooding  may 
occur  in  times  of  exceptional  rain.  Plans  already  in  preparation  are 
expected  to  prevent  the  majority  of  this  flooding. 

Treatment  of  soil  sewerage  is  carried  out  at  the  Council's  Sewage 
Works,  Blackbridge  Lane  and  the  effluent  subsequently  discharged  into 
the  River  Arun.  A  typical  chemical  analysis  of  this  effluent  is  given

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


There  is  some  slight  evidence  of  a  changing  scene  in  this 
predominantly  agricultural  district  .  More  economical  use  of 
agricultural  labour  effected  by  mechanisation  has  resulted  in 
many  old  farm  workers*  cottages  becoming  vacant,  whereupon  they 
are  purchased  by  the  "well  to  do'*  commuters  who  repair  and  improve 
these  modest  dwellings  almost  beyond  the  imagination  of  the 
previous  tenants.  It  appears  ironical  that  the  old  tied  cottage 
with  its  low  ceiling  and  death  watch  beetle  is  so  much  sought 
after,  when  the  farm  worker  and  his  wife  who  live  in  such  rural 
gems  yearn  for  a  small  brick  semi-detached  with  a  bathroom. 

Industrial  activity  within  the  district  is  for  the  most 
part  centred  at  Billingshurst  where  there  are  a  number  of  small 
factories,  and  in  addition  there  are  two  large  brickworks  at 
Warnham  and  South water.  A  food  preparing  factory  (sausages 

and  cooked  meats)  is  situated  in  Rusper  parish,  and  a  similar 
factory  at  Partridge  Green  was  in  course  of  construction  by  the 
end  of  the  year.

During  the  year  245  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  27 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  14  years,  received  the  full  course  of 
immunisation.  In  addition,  l6o  children  who  had  previously  been 
protected,  were  given  a  “reinforcing''  dose. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Routine  bacteriological  work  throughout  the  year  was  again 
referred  mainly  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  West  Hill  House, 
Epsom,  but  milk  samples  for  biological  examination  were  sent  to  the 
Brighton  Laboratory . 

ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


.  Most  patients  from  this  area  who  are  in  need  of  treatment  in 
an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  admitted  to  Foredown  Hospital 
at  Ports^ade,  or  alternatively  to  Swandean  Hospital  at  Worthing. 
We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Lenhoff,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Foredown,  for  her  assistance  on  numerous  occasions. 

Although  the  responsibility  for  providing  accommodation  for 
cases  of  infectious  disease  no  longer  rests  with  Local  Sanitary 
Authorities,  the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing 
to  arrange 'admission  may  ring  the  Public  Health  Department,  both 
in  and  out  of  office  hours,  has  continued.  Under  this  scheme 
the  department  is  made  aware  of  cases  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  while  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
making  the  arrangements  with  both  hospital  and  ambulance  service. 

The  following  cases  of  notifiable  disease  were  admitted 
during  the  period  ending  31st  December,  1960:- 

Foredown  Isolation  Hospital  -  one  case  of  Non-paralytic 

Poliomyelitis  (DNC) 

St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Guildford  -  one  case  of  Pneumonia. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONDITIONS  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 


by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  A.D.  Batty 


The  work  of  the  department  during  the  past  year  has  in  general 
been  confined  to  supervision  of  house  drainage  connections  to  new 
public  sewers;  housing  slum  clearance  and  improvement  grant  works; 
attention  to  public  health  complaints;  Petroleum  Act  duties;  and 
some  ground  work  in  connection  with  the  new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  i960.  There  has  been  100%  inspection  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  district 
although  this  has  meant  some  work  outside  normal  office  hours. 

Unfortunately,  again  I  must  report  that  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  carry  out  any  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  and  factories 
within  the  district,  although  a  few  inspections  have  been  made 
following  complaints.  This  situation  will  certainly  not  tend  to 
improve  as  it  is  foreseen  that  additional  work  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  Act,  i960,  and  the  ‘'Office"  Bill  (still  before  Parliament) 
will  need  to  be  carried  out  by  Mr.  W.R.  Dunstan,  the  Additional 
Inspector,  and  myself. 

However,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  it  is  known  that 
applications  are  to  be  invited  for  the  post  of  an  additional  public 
health  inspector  and,  apart  from  raising  the  morale  of  the  department, 
such  an  appointment  will  enable  many  public  health  duties  previously 
neglected  to  be  carried  out. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
carried  out  by  Mr.  W.R.  Dunstan,  the  Additional  Inspector,  and  also 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  department,  Miss  A.  Browning,  who  ensures  that 
office  records,  now  being  used  more  and  more  by  other  departments, 
are  always  up  to  date  and  ready  to  serve  a  useful  purpose. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1937 

During  the  year  the  condition  of  21  unfit  houses  was  reported 
to  the  Council  for  formal  action  and,  in  accordance  with  established 
policy,  undertakings  prohibiting  their  use  for  human  habitation 
were  accepted.  Such  formal  action  is  only  taken  when  the  tenant 
is  re-housed  by  the  Council  or  upon  the  house  becoming  vacant  due 
to  some  other  cause.  For  many  reasons  the  rate  of  council  house 
building  has  decreased  and  this  must  reflect  upon  the  number  of 
unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  witho  Although  only  56  out  of  a  total 
of  211  unfit  houses  notified  to  the  Minister  in  1955  remained  to 
be  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  made  clear  in  last 
year's  report  that  this  was  not  the  full  extent  of  the  problem. 
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Housing  Act,  1937  (Continued) 

Many  houses  listed  as  Category  3  in  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
of  1946  are  becoming  unfit  to  live  in  mainly  because  of  lack  of 
maintenance  and  attention  to  essential  repairs <>  I  am  of  the 

opinion  that  it  is  illogical  to  wait  until  the  house  becomes  unfit 
for  human  habitation  before  taking  any  remedial  action,  yet  that 
is  the  situation  so  far  as  the  Housing  Act,  1957  is  concerned . 
Moreover,  that  standard  of  fitness  as  laid  down  in  Section  4  is  a 
very  low  standard  indeed  and  many  members  of  the  public  are  amazed 
when  I  tell  them  that  this  Act  considers  a  pail  or  earth  closet  to 
be  a  satisfactory  form  of  sanitary  convenience . 


However  there  is  a  brighter  side  to  the  housing  picture  in 
the  shape  of  grant-aided  housing  improvement  schemes,  which  in  ray 
opinion  are  among  the  most  fruitful  and  beneficial  schemes  carried 
out  by  the  local  government  service.  Not  only  are  potentially 
unfit  houses  rescued  and  given  a  face-lift  with  twenty  to  thirty 
years  of  useful  life,  but  the  tenants  too  show  a  new  lease  of  life. 
It  is  most  noticeable  that  the  tenant  of  a  newly  improved  cottage 
becomes  very  house  proud,  and  new  furnishings  and  decorations  often 
complete  the  transformation.  I  emphasise  the  beneficial  effects 
of  these  improvement  schemes  because  of  adverse  comments  made  by 
some  local  government  officers  to  the  effect  that  the  improvement 
grant  is  a  failure  because  it  will  only  attract  in  the  main  the 
owner/occupier.  So  far  as  this  district  is  concerned,  of  the  3&5 
grants  made  up  to  December  I960,  116  have  been  to  owner/occupiers 
and  269  in  respect  of  tenanted  properties.

RENT  ACT,  1957 

Only  two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received,  and  one  was  subsequently  withdrawn.  A  certificate  was 
not  issued  because  the  owner  gave  an  undertaking  to  remedy  the 
defects  listed. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  supplies  main  water  to  the 
rural  district.  Boreholes  at  Smock  Alley  (West  Chiltington)  serve 
the  parishes  of  Billingshurst ,  Shipley,  West  Grinstead,  Cowfold  and 
the  south  part  of  Horsham  Rural,  whilst  the  River  Rother  intake  at 
Hardham  serves  the  remainder  of  the  rural  district  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Rusper  village  (East  Surrey  Water  Company)  and  a  small  part 
of  Rudgwick  village  (Guildford  and  Godaiming  Water  Board). 

All  forty-nine  samples  taken  within  the  district  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  were  found  to  be  satisfaftory ,  and  one  sample 
taken  for  chemical  analysis  was  reported  on  as  follows:- 


Water  Supplies  (Continued) 


•’This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
almost  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  minute 
trace  of  iron.  The  water  has  very  moderate  hardness  and  it  con¬ 
tains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents.  It  shows  only  a  trace  of 
colour  and  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes." 

Some  complaints  have  been  received  from  time  to  time  concerning 
lack  of  water  to  certain  properties  in  the  Rudgwick  village  area 
supplied  by  the  Godaiming  and  Guildford  Water  Board.

Drainage 


The  sewerage  of  ’’black  spots”  in  the  rural  district  continues 
and  sewer  connection  works  in  the  Rudgwick,  Southwater  and  Pondtail 
Road  areas  were  supervised  by  the  department.  A  total  of  212 
properties  were  connected  to  new  public  sewers  during  the  year  and 
33  conversions  from  S.C.'s  to  W.C.'s  were  carried  out. 

The  advantages  of  the  small  sewage  disposal  plant  over  the 
cesspool  or  conservancy  system  are  often  stressed  by  this  department, 
and  some  small  measure  of  success  has  been  achieved  during  the  past 
year  when  upon  the  advice  of  this  department  10  cesspools  were  con¬ 
verted  into  septic  tanks  provided  with  either  percolating  filters  or 
sub-soil  irrigation  systems.  The  Council  also  benefits  from  such  a 
conversion  in  that  a  septic  tank  will  require  to  be  de-sludged  only 
once  in  a  year,  whereas  the  cesspool  would  need  to  be  emptied  com¬ 
pletely  four  times  during  the  year. 

The  primitive  earth  closet  will  not  be  tolerated  for  ever,  and 
water-borne  sanitation  must  eventually  come  even  to  the  most  remote 
parts  of  the  rural  district.  It  is  of  paramount  importance  that 
such  isolated  dwellings  should  be  provided  with  septic  tanks  as 
opposed  to  cesspools  if  the  expensive  transport  and  unhygienic  dis¬ 
posal  of  crude  cesspool  sewage  in  the  rural  district  is  to  be  kept 
to  a  minimum. 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  only  two  inspections  had  to  be 
made  during  the  past  year  under  this  heading.  The  department  is 
always  ready  to  give  advice  and  assist  in  the  provision  of  disin¬ 
festing  material  and  loan  of  equipment  to  deal  with  all  kinds  of 
infestations .

Infectious  Diseases 


Thirty-six  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  in  respect  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  reported  during  i960. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August,  i960  and  it 
is  hoped  that  it  will  prove  an  answer  to  the  many  problems  associated 
with  caravanning.  After  a  sub-committee  had  visited  the  three 
multiple  sites  in  the  district,  standard  conditions  for  site  licences 
were  approved  by  the  Council,  having  regard  to  local  circumstances 
and  to  the  Model  Code  issued  by  the  Minister,  and  this  must  lead  to 
a  great  improvement  of  public  health  conditions  on  all  sites  within 
this  district. 

The  difficulty  previously  experienced  du.e  to  the  dual  control 
over  caravans  exercised  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947  has  now  been  eliminated  by  the  new 
legislation  which  simply  requires  that  a  site  licence  cannot  be 
issued  unless  an  express  planning  permission  is  held  in  respect  of 
that  site. 

Between  September  and  the  end  of  the  year,  applications  for 
site  licences  were  received  in  respect  of  20  individual  and  3  multiple 
sites. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council *s  rodent  operator  investigated  309  complaints  of 
rodent  infestation  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  28  were  in 
respect  of  business  premises  and  9  farms.  Charges  amounting  to 
£31-15s-Od.  were  made  for  this  treatment.

Routine  visits  to  the  sausage  factory  have  been  carried  out 
and  samples  of  the  product  were  despatched  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Epsom  for  bacteriological  examination.  Unfortunately 
there  were  no  other  routine  visits  paid  to  the  remaining  food 
premises  in  the  district.  However,  55  inspections  were  made  as  a 
result  of  complaints  received  or  in  connection  with  registration 
under  Section  16  of  the  Act. 

One  cafe  premises  was  closed  following  a  report  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  who  took  prompt  action  in  the  matter,  and  10 
informal  notices  were  served  requiring  compliance  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.

A  special  stunning  bay 
has  been  provided  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations,  1958,  and  sterilizing  equipment  was  installed  to  secure 
compliance  with  The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations, 

I960. 

In  addition  to  other  animals  dealt  with,  15  horses  were  slaughtered 
on  the  premises  and  84  horse  carcases  and  1  donkey  carcase  were  taken  in, 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

In  February  a  Public  Health  Sub-Committee  inspected  the  four 
licensed  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  district  and  subsequently 
a  meeting  with  all  interested  parties,  including  other  local  author¬ 
ities,  was  held  at  Comewell  House  in  June.  The  Council's  "Report  on 
Slaughterhouse  Facilities"  was  ultimately  placed  before  the  Minister 
in  July  and  no  objections  or  representations  were  made  upon  the 
content  of  the  report,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Minister  in  October. 

Of  the  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  district,  one 
had  ceased  operating,  one  was  not  expected  to  comply  with  the 
"construction"  regulations  and  the  remaining  two  slaughterhouses  were 
expected  to  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  these  regulations  by 
1st  January,  1965* 

The  full  implementation  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regula¬ 
tions  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations 
will  ensure  that  animals  are  slaughtered  in  humane  conditions,  that 
slaughtering  facilities  are  adequate,  that  conditions  for  slaughtermen 
are  satisfactory  and  not  the  least  important  from  the  public  health 
inspectors'  viewpoint,  that  adequate  facilities  for  the  efficient 
inspection  of  animals  and  meat  are  provided. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  that  due  to  co-operation  with  the 
three  slaughterhouse  licensees,  100 %  inspection  of  all  animals  slaugh¬ 
tered  was  maintained.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION )  ACT,  1928 

90  Petroleum  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  58  private 
installations  and  32  petrol  filling  stations  within  the  district. 

Two  new  underground  bulk  storage  tanks  were  installed  during 
the  year  and  3  existing  tanks  which  had  been  in  situ  for  more  than 
twenty  years  were  subjected  to  hydraulic  tests.  149  visits  were 
made  to  petroleum  installations  during  the  year  and  18  informal 
requests  were  made  to  comply  with  the  Council's  licensing  require¬ 
ments  .

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

This  is  mainly  an  agricultural  district  with  dairy  and 
arable  farming  predominating.  Fruit  farming  and  forestry  are 
important  industries. 

For  the  third  year,  no  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Council. 
Site  works  were  well  advanced  at  the  close  of  the  year  for  an 
extension  to  the  housing  estate  South  of  Petworth  town  and  drawings 
for  new  blocks  of  flats  at  Kirdford  and  Northchapel  were  also  in 
preparation. 

A  fair  amount  of  reconditioning  of  substandard  property  has 
been  carried  out,  the  rate  of  progress  being  largely  dependent 
on  the  amount  of  building  labour  available. 

The  re-introduction  of  "Discretionary  Grants"  at  the  end  of 
the  year  may  accelerate  the  progress  of  repair  and  improvements 
during  the  coming  year. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  private  enterprise  housing 
but  as  these  are  all  individual  houses  on  single  sites  the  total 

number  is  small.

Although  particular  attention  was  paid  during  i960  to  the 
protection  of  the  older  age-group,  the  response  in  Petworth  was 
disappointing.  Of  this  group  (i.e.  those  born  before  1933  who 
had  not  reached  40  years)  some  170  were  given  the  initial  two 
doses  and  15  the  third  or  ’'booster"  dose.  Including  those  of 
all  ages,  the  number  receiving  the  initial  two  doses  totalled  446, 
while  916  were  given  third  doses.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  public  water  supply  remained  the  same  as  the  previous  year 
but  the  increase  in  consumption  was  considerably  less  than  the  previous 
year,  being  less  than  two  million  gallons,  whereas  the  increase  in  1959 
was  17  million  gallons  over  1958.  This  was  largely  due  to  the 
different  weather  conditions  prevailing  in  the  two  years.  The  bulk 
supply  taken  from  Midhurst  R.D.C.  was  about  the  same* 

New  3-inch  water  mains  were  provided  to  serve  the  extension  of 
the  Council  housing  estate  at  Petworth  and  4-inch  mains  were  laid  at 
Loxwood  to  provide  a  more  adequate  supply  to  the  village  and  to  Alfoid 
Bars.  The  lengths  in  each  case  were:- 

3”  -  412  yards. 

4«»  -  993  yards. 

Fifty-one  new  connections  were  made  to  the  public  mains  during 
the  year.  The  total  number  of  properties  supplied  at  the  end  of  i960 
was  3»253»  which  represents  91%  of  properties  in  the  District. 

The  few  private  supplies  which  still  exist  were  sampled  at  intervals 
throughout  the  year,  appropriate  action  being  taken  where  necessary. 

Samples  from  the  public  water  sources  and  from  the  distribution 
mains  were  taken  every  week  throughout  the  year  and  submitted  for  B.  coli 
examination.  The  results  from  the  various  sources  showed  B.  coli  in 
increasing  quantities  during  the  period  of  heavy  rainfall  in  November, 
even  from  the  bore-holes,  but  these  cleared  up  considerably  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  samples  taken  from  the  distribution  mains,  after 
chlorination,  were  consistently  satisfactory. 

Samples  for  chemical  analysis  and  full  bacteriological  examination 
were  taken  on  two  occasions  during  the  year,  one  being  taken  in  Novem¬ 
ber  as  a  check  on  possible  contamination  by  floods.  The  analyst's 
report  indicated  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality  with  slight 
bacterial  impurity  for  which  chlorination  was  advised  as  a  precautionary 
measure.  Chlorination  is  practised  continuously  and  as  indicated  by 
weekly  samples  was  successful  in  combating  contamination  at  all  times. 

The  supply  position  in  certain  areas  of  the  district  again  became 
difficult  during  April,  May  and  June  and  called  for  all  resources. 

The  pumps  ran  twenty- four  hours  a  day  for  six  days  during  early  June, 
after  which  the  position  eased  by  the  rainfall  experienced  during  the 
remainder  of  the  summer.  At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Council  I  again 
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drew  attention  to  the  urgent  need  for  additional  supplies  of  water 
and  I  was  instructed  to  seek  assistance  from  the  N.W.  Sussex  Water 
Board.  As  a  result  of  meetings  with  the  Engineer  to  the  Board  a 
scheme  was  prepared  for  a  6-inch  main  from  Billingshurst  to  Wisborough 
Green  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  tenders  for  this  main  were  being 
invited. 

There  was,  unfortunately,  little  progress  made  with  the  Plaistow 
water  tower,  mainly  due  to  difficulty  in  agreeing  the  site  with  the 
land  owners  at  Plaistow.  At  the  close  of  the  year  a  new  site  had 
been  chosen  but  agreement  had  not  been  negotiated  with  the  land  owners. 

The  submersible  electric  pump  was  installed  at  the  waterworks 
and  came  into  service  on  the  15th  August-.  This  has  proved  a  great 
relief,  particularly  to  the  attendants,  who  have  since  enjoyed  more 
reasonable  working  hours. 

The  biggest  event  of  the  year  in  connection  with  water  supply  was 
perhaps  the  agreement  of  the  Council  to  amalgamate  with  the  N.W.  Sussex 
Water  Board.

As  from  the  1st  April,  1961,  it  is  anticipated  the  Board  will  be 
responsible  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  this  district.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  Fittleworth  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  in  May,  twelve 
months  after  the  contract  work  was  begun,  and  by  the  close  of  the 
year  11*4  properties  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers,  a  percentage  of 
67  of  the  village  properties  which  could  connect*  The  Council  agreed 
to  continue  to  empty  cesspools  free  of  charge  up  to  31st  March,  1961, 
after  which  date  this  service  would  be  charged  for  at  those  properties 
within  100  feet  of  the  new  sewer. 

A  sample  of  the  effluent  from  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  was 
taken  in  August  and  indicated  a  very  good  standard  of  quality. 

A  number  of  effluent  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  sewage  works 
during  the  year  by  the  West  Sussex  River  Board  and  have  been  of  satis¬ 
factory  quality  with  the  exception  of  two  from  Petworth  South,  which 
on  these  occasions  indicated  effluent  of  doubtful  quality.  (On  two 
occasions  effluent  from  these  works  was  of  satisfactory  quality,  and 
on  one  occasion  (July)  of  "exceptional  quality").  Here,  as  at  most 
of  our  works,  there  is  difficulty  in  getting  sludge  to  dry  quickly 
enough  to  maintain  a  proper  routine  of  emptying  the  settlement  tanks 
and  on  occasions  the  cesspool  emptying  machine  has  to  be  used  to  keep 
the  works  going.  The  use  of  the  machine  is  a  'last  resort'  and  con¬ 
sequently  there  is  a  deterioration  at  times,  particularly  in  the  late 
winter  periods,  of  the  works  effluent.  An  experiment  was  made  at  the 
Northchapel  works  to  try  and  overcome  the  difficulty  of  sludge  drying 
by  erecting  a  light  steel  framework  over  the  sludge  drying  beds  and 
roofing  over  with  polythene  sheet  sandwiched  between  wire  netting. 
Unfortunately,  soon  after  erection,  a  storm  pushed  the  polythene  up  to 
one  side  and  the  subsequent  bad  weather  and  labour  difficulties 
prevented  the  position  being  rectified.  It  is  hoped  to  use  a  stronger 
material  for  roofing  during  the  coming  year  in  an  attempt  to  overcome 
'the  sludge  problem'  in  an  economical  manner. 

As  a  result  of  discussions  with  Ministry  officials  the  Bury  sewage 
scheme  was  temporarily  abandoned  and  the  Council's  consulting  engineers 
were  asked  to  advise  on  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  Bury,  Westburton, 
Bignor  and  Sutton.  A  report  from  the  consulting  engineers  was  also 
received  on  the  question  of  a  drainage  scheme  for  Loxwood,  including 
If old  Estate  and  Alfold  Bars,  and  after  consideration  of  this  report  the 
consultants  were  asked  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  this  area,  and  also  one 
for  Kirdford  village. 

Surveys  and  levels  were  being  taken  for  all  these  schemes  in  the 
last  three  months  of  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  rapid  progress  will 
be  made  once  the  schemes  have  been  formulated  and  presented. 
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Cesspools 

This  service  continues  to  increase  and  is  likely  to  continue  to 
do  so  until  more  drainage  schemes  are  provided o  The  Fittleworth 
drainage  scheme  completed  this  year  is  the  first  since  the  rateborne 
cesspool  emptying  service  started <,  This  should  make  a  slightly 
decreased  demand  possible  next  year  in  that  particular  village,  but 
will  probably  be  offset  by  increases  in  other  areas,  particularly 
If old,  by  the  building  of  new  houses,  all  with  cesspools .

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  refuse  collection  service  remains  unaltered.  The  service 
covers  the  whole  of  the  District  as  follows:-  Petworth  town:  twice 
weekly:  Outer  Petworth:  weekly:  all  other  parts  of  the  District: 
fortnightly,  A  few  of  the  more  remote  dwellings  and  farms  are  visited 
monthly  or  on  request,  providing  suitable  vehicular  access,  is  provided. 

Except  in  the  case  of  old  age  or  infirmity,  householders  are 
required  to  place  dustbins  at  the  entrance  to  their  dwellings  for 
collection. 

An  S.  &  Do  fore-and-aft  tipping  refuse  collection  vehicle,  fitted 
with  a  Perkins  P.6.  diesel  engine  is  employed  full-time  on  refuse 
collection  and  operates  with  a  crew  of  three  (driver  and  two  loaders). 

A  second  vehicle  -  an  S.  &  Do  moving  floor  type  refuse  collection 
vehicle,  petrol  engined  -  is  employed  two  days  per  week  only,  and 
operates  with  a  crew  of  two  (driver  and  loader)®  This  vehicle  is 
also  used  for  special  collections  as  and  when  required,  and  as  a  stand¬ 
by  when  the  full-time  vehicle  is  undergoing  repairs® 

The  service  is  operated  with  remarkably  few  complaints  from 
ratepayers®  The  men  take  some  pride  in  maintaining  the  schedule 
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whatever  the  weather,  but  as  new  houses  are  erected,  and  more  and 
more  householders  are  requesting  the  collection  of  the  dustbin  from 
their  houses  owing  to  old  age  or  incapacity,  it  is  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  difficult  to  operate  the  service  without  excessive  overtime. 

Time  must  also  be  allowed  for  regular  servicing  of  the  vehicles.  It 
seems  that  a  revision  of  the  refuse  collection  Schedule  must  be  made 
very  soon,  necessitating  additional  work  for  the  second  vehicle  - 
possibly  up  to  full-time  -  if  the  standard  of  service  is  to  be 
maintained. 

The  new  tip  at  Shopham  Bridge  was  brought  into  use  in  March  i960. 
Refuse,  after  being  tipped,  is  covered  with  soil  and  builders'  rubbish 
when  available.  Treatments  are  carried  out  regularly  and  frequently 
to  prevent  -the  tip  from  becoming  a  breeding  ground  for  flies  and  rats.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Housing  Act  1937 

Eight  dwellinghouses,  inspected  during  the  year,  were  the  subject 
of  reports  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not 
repairable  at  reasonable  expense.  Demolition  Orders  were  subsequently 
made  on  two  of  these  dwellings,  a  Closing  Order  on  one  dwelling  and 
Undertakings  were  given  by  the  owners  that  the  dwellings  would  not  be 
reoccupied  upon  vacation  in  the  case  of  four  dwellings.  One  dwelling 
was  still  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Since  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  begun  in  1947,  a  total  of  367 
dwellinghouses,  which  were  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  not  repairable  at  reasonable  expense,  have  been  the  subject  of 
formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts.  Of  these  367  dwellings, 

63  have  been  demolished 
33  have  been  closed 

l66  have  been  reconditioned  and  made  fit 
24  have  been  converted  to  use  other  than  dwellings 

Of  the  77  dwellinghouses  outstanding,  64  are  occupied.

Domestic  properties  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  a  charge 
for  Mtime  and  materials"  is  made  for  treatment  at  all  other  premises. 
Warfarin  rat  poison  in  a  cereal  base  is  used  exclusively  for  all 
treatments  and  is  highly  successful.  Leaflets  advising  on  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  rats  on  farms,  etc.,  are  available  to  persona  wishing  to 
carry  out  their  own  rat  destruction  work. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  at  Petworth,  Northchapel,  Fittleworth 
and  Wisborough  Green  was  carried  out  during  late  summer.

A  Dental  Surgeon  operates  from  the  Health  Centre,  where 
regular  sessions  are  held  for  the  treatment  of  children  with 
defective  teeth.  Orthoptic  Clinics  are  held  in  the  building 
but  are  under  the  control  of  the  Horsham  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 

Immunisation  sessions  are  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  but  in 
addition  visits  are  made  to  various  schools,  when  the  numbers  to 
be  dealt  with  are  sufficient  to  justify  this. 

At  the  Leechpool  Lane  Clinic,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held 
for  school  children  for  cases  that  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Nurses,  and  Immunisation  sessions  are  held. 

Horsham  Rural  District 

The  above  facilities  are  available  to  children  from  the 
adjoining  parishes  of  the  rural  district. 

Petworth  Rural  District 

The  following  clinics  are  available  for  children  resident 
in  the  district:- 
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Eye  Clinics  are  held  at  Chichester , 

Speech  Therapy  at  Chichester  or  Petworth. 

Orthoptics  at  Chichester . 

Orthopaedic  facilities  at  Chichester <> 

Physiotherapy  Clinics  at  Petworth  as  required , 

Dental  Clinics  are  held  at  various  schools  and  Centres  <> 
Immunisation  at  the  various  schools  and  Centres 
throughout  the  area*. 

(d)  Ambulance  Service;  In  the  County  of  West  Sussex  the 
operation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  is  carried  out  by  the  St0  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council 0  In 
each  area  the  Divisional  Superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  day- 
to-day  administration o 

At  the  Horsham  Headquarters  the  full-time  staff  consists  of 
four  drivers  and  a  driver-mechanic,  Three  vehicles  are  in  use. 

The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Horsham  Ambulance  Division, 
including  the  full-time  staff,  give  many  hours  of  voluntary  service 
to  ambulance  work*  In  addition,  invaluable  help  is  rendered  by 
members  of  the  Nursing  Division  and  also  by  Senior  Cadets  when 
necessary.  During  i960,  1,908  patients  were  transported  by  the 
Horsham  ambulances,  the  mileage  covered  being  46,063,  Three 
hundred  and  forty-five  accident  calls  were  answered.  Calls  for 
an  ambulance  are  made  by  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance,  or 
through  the  police  or  members  on  duty  in  cases  of  accident  or 
other  emergency. 

Since  January  1939 »  a  system  of  radio-control  has  been  in 
operation  at  Horsham,  and  the  Area  Transport  Officer  is  also 
responsible  for  the  operation  of  vehicles  based  at  Crawley, 
Pulborough,  Petworth  and  Midhurst ,  The  scheme  is  proving  very 
satisfactory. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  is  also  controlled  by  the  Area 
Transport  Officer  and  the  full-time  staff  at  the  Horsham  Head¬ 
quarters,  During  the  year,  33 , 647  patients  were  transported  to 
and  from  hospitals  and  clinics,  the  mileage  covered  totalling 
389,627,  as  compared  with  333, 8?6  during  1959 • 


Bo  Other  Facilities
